the people at home may sce ab a glance, 
what articles, wherevor manufactured, may 
be purchased in Hongkong, and for the sake 
sf the future prosperity of the Colony and 
ofthe individual merchants aud manufac- 
turers, European and Chinceo, who have 
contripated 80 handsomaly to fill the Hong- 
kong Court, the wish may appropriately be 
expressed that this oxhibition in tho Im- 
peril Justitute will be tho means of indue+ 
ing-moro British monoy to be spent in this 
Oolony. It wonld be unprofitable, sven 
though tho space were st our dipposal, 
to enumerate even the greater portion of 
the exhibits, One mugnificent piece of 
handiwork is a large mitror almost 
entirely fillivg one end of the room, 
aud encased in a blackwood frame 
elaborately inlaid with mother-of-pearl, 
Even in the hurried scramble into which 
the conversazione dogeneratod this fine 

iece of work could not fail to attract 
attention, but it was impossible, with 
any degree of comfort or complete- 
ness to obtain & satisfactory view of 
the mojority of the, exhibits, which ‘aro,’ 
in many cases, very minuto indeed, 
though perhaps intrinsically valuable and 
interesting. Contributions have been seut, 
amongst others, by the Bamboo-waro 
Guild, the Brass-waro Guild, the China- 
ware Guild, the Man Lung firm, tho Iron- 
wate Guild, the Tack Li firm, the Hong- 
kong Paper Works, Pun Lun, photographer, 
the Ch'eung Wo firm, and the-Wang Hing 
firm.
